CALIFORNIA— THS 
STURT OF URR MARRIAGE WITH HAURY BYRN!. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle, June 16th. 


On (bo 7th of March last thoChronicleprint­ 
ed the liietory of Hie romantic loTe-mutcb 
mailt* years ago between the Brent act run. 
Matilda Heron and the late Harry Byrne.— 
That publication created the greatest interest 
throughout the country, tieing copied In hun­ 
dreds of Eastern new pu|>erH. and eliciting a 
world of comment wherever the fame of the 
wuiiiiR had price led.

bere. 
Miss Heron has liceu hero several week-* 
aud is living quiet y with her brother-in-law— 
Dr. I*. J. Keilloy, of Oakland. 
Yesterday silo 
was in Hie city, aud occupied rooms ut tho 
Occidental. 
Anxious to learn as much of her 
romantic history aa she felt willing lo give, a 
Chronicle ref tort cr called in tim morning and 
sent up his carl. 
The servant returned w ith 
u cordial message requesting Hie reporter to 
wuik up in the dining room—Miss Heron was 
at breakfast. 
As lie advanced to the table* 
the great actress half aro.-e, and, vt itll a wsl- 
comiug shake of the hand, motioned to a seat 
beside her. 


Iii reply to a question about lier marriage 
with Harry Byrne, Miss Heron replied that 
the newspapers had ail mistaken her i>o.dtiou, 
aud had partially erred in stating lier object 
lo coming bete. 
“I married Mr. Byrne near­ 
ly twenty years ago," she said, “and with 
the exception of a short interval have ever 
since regarded myself us his wile. 
It is also

Reporter—Then why did you separate! 
Miss Heron, (with shrug.)—Ah, that will 
all come out In good time. 
It was Doth lug 
discreditable to either of us, though. 
I will 
say that—and the proof is that on my visit 
bere in I SJH, fifteen years after my marriaire. 
we were together much of the time, and he 
treated me as kindly os it was iii bis noble 
heart to do. 
I will give yon one instance to 
prove how lie then regards! me. 
I owned a 
lot here, worth about $2,000. which Judge 
Freelou having bud an offer for, advise)I me to 
sell.

God 
knows I've hail my share of trouble, with all 
the adulation that lins been mine. 
I would 
giudly give ail the fume of tho world ever be­ 
stowed upon me for one short hour of unalloy­ 
ed happiness. 
They have tried to make me 
out insane. 
Earling in thut, they sought to 
injure my character, and leveled the shufts of 
slander at me, wherever I went. 
(Earnestly; 
her great black oyes flashing.) 
I will tell you 
one thing—lf ever I had a tendency toward in­ 
sanity, tile cruel efforts of my enemies to in­ 
jure my character very quickly called my rea­ 
son back to its throne. 
If insanity consists in 
hurling one's scorn ut those who aim their 
blows at female virtue, theu am I truly Insane.
